Orders for new tonnage have all 
gone to upper reach yards and at the 
establishmenta involved there is suf- 
fiotent work on hand‘ to keep them well 
employed for a considerable time 
ahead. 

The order which it ia reported has 
been ‘placed with Messrs. Alexander 
Stephen and Sons is for two largo 
cargo motorships for, the Now Zea- 
land Shipping Company, the order for, 
the third vessel having gone to an 
Engtish firm, Boing purcly cargo 
ships, these vessels are not Nearly so 
large as those composing the group 
of three motor passenger and cargo 
ships which Mossrs. John Brown and 
Co. are at: present completing for the 
New Zealand Company and tho 
Federal Steam Navigation Company. 
This group,’ of which the “Rangitiki”

THE WAR 


Germany has much to thank the 
Allied nations for. For the first 
time in her thousand-year existence, 
they have disarmed her. As sub- 
jects of an eternally militaristic 
rule and rulers, they had not 
thought It possible to live without | 
arma, [very youth had done time 
in the war machine, Then the em-} 
pire crashed, and the Allies strip- 
ped them of the greatest millstone 
about their necksx—as well as about 
those of all modern nations—huge 
armies nnd navies, thelr equipment 
and upkeep. Germany saw her op- 
portunity and seized it. The mo- 
ment she was obliged to shelve her 
war business she turned all her 
formidable strength and energles 
into other channels.

WEATHER'S HISTORY 


GLACIER’S 8 RETREAY TRACED IN 


RECORDS FOR 29,000 YEARS 


How the retreat “of the last 
glacier: from Staten Island to 
Northern Canada. ovér a period of 
29,000 years was _traced by the 
study of 58,000 layers of clay An, 
and about the vicinity of New York 
was described before the National 


Academy of Sciences by Dr, Chester 
A. Reeds of the American Museum 
of: Natural History. The retreat of 
the glacier was rather eccentric, 
according to Dr. Reeds, for it 
moved only twenty-five miles from 
Staten Island, which was its south- 
arn Hmit, in 26,000-years, covering 
the rest of the distance in about 
4,000 yeara.s + 
The record of the clay banks, was 
studied by Dr. Réeds and ‘Dr. E, 
nteva, also of the Museum of 
Natural History in the Passaic 
River Valley, along tho Connecticut 
and Hudson Rivers and elsewhere, 
As it retreated the glacier left 
behind Jayers of mud, one for each 
year. Each layer consisted of two 
deposits, the Summer and Winter 
deposits, which, Dr. Reéds said, can 
be traced in the clay by their vary- 
ing thicknesses. Tho annual de- 
posit was about an inch and three: 
oighths thick, the Summer layer, 
because of the more rapid melting 
of the ice, being twice-as thick as 
the Winter layer. .fogether the 
two layers are called a “varve.”

American, 
proposes to manufacture apparatua 
in Japan for this purpose. 

Sound Films Difficulty 

As yet, however, the market in 
the country for sound films Is quite 
undeveloped. The report states 
that if British Manufacturers wish 
to cultivate it they should lose no 
time in beginning operations. “The 
language difficulty may wel} restrict 
the type of sound picture which 
will be found acceptable by the 
motion picture public, in Japan.

Howling And Motor 
_ Boating 


The greatsat trouble which con- 
atructors may from time°to ‘time 
experience is howling ‘and motor- 
boating. These noisés'may have 
any frequency from ao slow waxing 
and waning of, the:aignal similar to 
very slow fading toa super-audible 
frequency: Sometimes it is due 
to a microphonic valve, but, in most 
cases it is due to low-frequency feed 
back. The sound waves emitted- 
by a loud-speaker may also come in 
contact with the valves thereby 
setting up a howl and drowning 
all other sounds. yo ee 

If the trouble is due to a micro- 

phonic valve the noise can be usual- 
ly stopped by changing.the detector 
valve. This is a very annoying 
fault as it is impossible to tell whe- 
ther a valve purchased, is*going to 
be an efficienf and silent one or it 
is going to-be noisy. Such charac 
teristics can only be found out 
after a valve is bought and tried 
out on one’s set. When such hap- 
pens there have been instances 
where the irate owner has rushed 
down to the dealer and given vent 
to his feelings to the first person 
he meets, who is generally the sales- 
‘man. Such a procedure should 
never be adopted. The first thing. 
that should be done is.to try the 
valve in the same position on a 
triend’s receiver, then if the fault 
‘fs still there a visit to the ddaler 
should be made with the reqitest 
that the valve be returned to the 
manufacturers for inveatigation and 
fnsist that the report: be. sent on 
receipt. The latter is necessary for 
two reasons (1) for one’s own in- 
formation and (2) to prevent the 
valve being kept and resold. Well- 
known manofactirrer’s generally re- 
place valves found to be defective 
and the’ dealer if he is out for busi 
ness always makes ‘t.o point of 
advising the customer of the re-~ 
sult. ' :
